May or W arren E. W alder in Tuesday ’s 
Dix on city election. 
Nay lor finished with a total of 2,006 
v otes, to 1,933 for W alder, as 4,133 Dix on- 
ites cast ballots. 
Thomas A. Densmore, another politi­ 
cal neophy te, ran well throug h the city to 
poll 2,301 v otes and finish a close second 


to incum bent Arthur M. Tofte in the race 
to elect four commissioners. Tofte was 
the leading v ote g etter on the ballot with 
2,342 v otes. 
A pair of incumbent councilmen, Jim 
G. Burke and W alter P. Lohse finished 
third and fourth respectiv ely . Burke tal­ 
lied 1,994 v otes and Lohse reg istered 
1,87 8. 
Another incumbent, Jam es R. Dish- 
m an failed in his re-election bid, finishing 
fifth with 1,645 v otes. The other three 
candidates and their order of finish: 


Richard E. Arnould 1,609; Henry K. Os- 
back, 1,382, and Wesley G. McClanahan, 
697 . 
The tone of the m ay oral race was es­ 
tablished early as precincts three and 
four, the first to report, g av e Nay lor a 
245-v ote bulg e. The balance beg an to 
swing the other way as precinct six 
checked in. Walder outpolled Nay lor, 317 
to 221, there to trim the lead to 149 v otes. 
W alder m ade his best showing of the 
election in precinct sev en, and a 423 to 295 
showing there for the incumbent may or 


trim m ed N ay lor’s lead to 21 v otes. 
The third and last north side precinct. 
No. 5, checked in nex t. Walder edg ed 
Nay lor there 386 to 302 to take his first 
lead of the ev ening , a 63-v ote marg in. 
Precinct two went to Nay lor, 255 to 
19 1, and W alder’s adv antag e w as 
trim m ed to 29 v otes. 
The race w asn’t decided until about 
1:15 this morning when precinct one 
checked in. Nay lor scored heav ily , poll­ 
ing 436 v otes to 334 for Walder. That 
wiped out W alder’s slim lead and g av e 


Nay lor a 7 3-v ote m arg in of v ictory . 


Commenting on his v ictory Nay lor 
said, “ I had a feeling all along it would be 
close. I did work hard and others helping 
me went door-to-door. We g ot the m es­ 
sag e from our campaig n that it would be 
close.” 
Nay lor say s he plans to ease into the 
job as the city ’s top adm inistrator. “ I’m 
not g oing to jum p in with any thing dras­ 
tic,” he commented. 


"I am g oing to continue my cam paig n 


pledg e of listening to the people,” he con­ 
tinued. “They showed me this is what 
they want. I feel the people at city hall 
hav e not been listening and I think this, 
more than any thing , helped me win.” 
The commissioner race dev iated only 
slig htly from the prim ary v oting where 
Tofte, Densmore, Lohse and Burke fin­ 
ished in that order. 
In Tuesday ’s g eneral election, Burke 
led all candidates in precincts one and 
two to mov e around Lohse into third 
place.

A relax ed May or W arren W alder today met with 
heads of city g ov ernment and reporters and read a state­ 
ment as a sequel of his upset defeat on Tuesday for re- 
election to his office. 
The m ay or said it was difficult to analy ze Tuesday ’s 
v (He and adm itted he was surprised at the outcome. 
He noted the candidates for commissioners finished in 
about the sam e order in the g eneral election as in the pri­ 
m ary . 
Walder also observ ed there were less than 300 v otes in 
Precinct 1 in the prim ary and Tuesday more than 7 00 citi­ 
zens in that precinct went to the polls. 
He said he was sorry he did not cam paig n harder but 
philosophically commented, “You nev er g o back, y ou 
must alway s work for today and tom orrow.” 
Walder said he has spent from two to six hours per 
day working as m ay or and commenting on his future 
plans he reported, “1 am g oing back to work.” 
He said the staff at Walder and Rhodes Insurance Co. 
hav e been g enerous with him for the time he has g iv en to 
city business. 
Walder said he has no future political plans. 
Following is the prepared statem ent read by the m ay ­ 
or: 
“ I would be less than truthful if I did not ex press my 
surprise at the outcome of the g eneral election. 
“The last four y ears hav e been a challeng e and I am 
g rateful to hav e had the opportunity to hav e led the city 
g ov ernment to the point that we are at today . 
‘Those of y ou who are fam iliar with me are aw are of 
my concern for the truth. I nev er knowing ly took a stand 
on any issue that did not ex press my true feeling s, not just 
what someone wanted to hear. 
‘T he present city council has not been afraid to meet 
issues squarely and to sug g est a solution based upon facts. 
“ 1 am proud of the accomplishments of thè present 
council. I honestly believ e the record speaks for itself, 
“It is my sincere wish that the new council will serv e 
well the needte of our residents. May I now offer my con­ 
g ratulations to Mr. Nay lor and wish him well. 
“ It is not penible to leav e without words of real ap­ 
preciation to the employ es of the city . Almost without ex ­ 
ception they are the finest g roup any where. It’s been a 
learning ex perience for me to work with all of them and I 
am g rateful to hav e had the opp(x *tunity .”

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois Supreme Court de­ 
ferred action today on a case 
which could hav e forced prop­ 
erty tax a ss^sm ents sharply 
upward throug hout the state. 
In a 5-1 decision, with two 
justices not participating , the 
court rev ersed an order from a 
Circuit Court in Lake County 
which required state officials to 
equalize property tax assess­ 
m ents at 42 per cent in all the 
state’s 102 counties. 
Assessments currently rang e 
from 18 per cent to 44 per cent, 
with most counties below 42 per 
cent.

After that decision, the Gen­ 
eral Assembly chang ed the law 
to require assessm ent at 50 per 
cent of fair cash v alue. 


But the court said this law 
was apparently being ig nored 
by both state and local offi­ 
cials. 


The Supreme Court decision 
allows the Circuit Court in 
Lake County to retain jurisdic­ 
tion ov er the case for further 
proceeding s. 


The court said it assumed 
that Paul Ham er, a Deerfield 
lawy er who orig inated the suit, 
would continue his efforts to ob­ 
tain equalized assessm ents for 
the 197 5 tax y ear. 


‘T he persistent disreg ard of 
the law, apparent in th ^ e pro 
ceeding s, will not be perm itted 
to continue,” the court said. 


T h e 
decision 
apparently 
leav a» the way clear for pas­ 
sag e of leg islation, which is 
pending before the General As­ 
sem bly , which would further 
reduce the required lev el of as­ 
sessm ent to 33 per cent beg in­ 
ning in 197 5. 


This is close to the current 
m edian lev el in the state, with 
about half the counties assess­ 
ing at a hig her rate and half at 
a lower rate. 


The pending leg islation con­ 
tains prov isions which would 
spread the im pact of increased 
or decreased- tissessments ov er 
a three-y ear period.

Tlie spokesm an said it con­ 
tained “a request for an im m e­ 
diate cease-fire and a proposal 
for the transfer of g ov ernment 
powers.”

m aster o f all, bu ilt his belo v ed Mo n ­ 
ticello o n his hillto p here o v erlo o k in g 
the Un iv ersity o f Virgin ia. 
He to o k 2 5 y ears to bu ild this 
wo rld-famo u s classic o f architectu re 
an d, altho u gh u n scho o led o r u n ap ­ 
p ren ticed in these arts, was design ­ 
er, draftsman , architect, en gin eer 
an d lan dscap e gen iu s as well. The 
wo o d came fro m his hillside, the 
brick s fro m his k iln s, the n ails fro m 
his n ailery . 
There was n o limit to Jefferso n ’s 
in terests, his immen se cu rio sity o r 
his abilities to meet it an d what 
k eep s co min g thro u gh to y o u at 
Mo n ticello is the man himself. In all 
the histo ries o f great men , n o ho me 
ex ists which came so mu ch fro m 
within the man . He o ccu p ied Mo n ti­ 
cello 5 3 y ears. 
Jefferso n started lev elin g his 
mo u n tain to p in 1768 an d began 
bu ildin g in 1769 . On Feb. 14, 1772 , 
-when 2 9 , he bro u ght his b rid e - 
charmin g Martha Way les Sk elto n , a 
childless wido w o f 2 3—to his u n fin - 
ished Mo n ticello . Their m arried life 
I there was ex ceedin gly hap p y , bu t 
: Martha died within 10 y ears an d Jef- 
: ferso n n ev er remarried. 
Mo n ticello was n early fin ished, 
ex cep t fo r the seco n d sto ry p o rtico . 
This was fo rtu n ate. Jefferso n was to 
disco n so late to p ro ceed, n o r did he 
p ro ceed u n til his retu rn fro m the 
* p residen cy in Washin gto n . 


Jefferso n o btain ed his first archi­ 
tectu ral bo o k fro m an o ld cabin et­ 
mak er n ear the gate to William & 
Mary Co llege when a stu den t there.

an d bu ildin g. 
Jefferso n did n o t lik e William &

n ap o lis an d p referred, in stead, clas­ 
sical architectu re bu t adap ted to an 
ex p an ded u se o f glass an d a dedica­ 
tio n to the v iew. 
These p io n eerin g q u alities, an d 
its amazin g liv ablen ess, mak e Mo n ­ 
ticello the great su rp rise which it is. 
Jefferso n ’s architectu ral ido l was 
An drae Palladio , the greatest archi­ 
tect o f 16th cen tu ry Italy an d o n e o f 
the mo st in flu en tial figu res in the 
who le dev elo p men t o f Western a r­ 
chitectu re. 
The bu ilder o f Mo n ticello regard­ 
ed Palladio ’s v illas as su p erb in Pal­ 
ladio ’s u se o f the an cien t Greco -Ro ­ 
man temp le fro n t as a p o rtico su p ­ 
p o rted by co lu mn s. Jefferso n gav e 
birth to Mo n ticello fro m this seed. It 
is Palladian in design . 
Additio n ally , Jefferso n ’s archi­ 
tectu ral ido l was Gio v an n i Lo ren zo 
Bern in i (15 9 8 -168 0), who became an 
architect at 2 6 an d p racticed glo ­ 
rio u sly fo r 40 y ears. Bern in i’s ability 
to o v erco me ev ery so rt o f en gin eer­ 
in g difficu lty , his gift o f sy mp athetic 
imagin atio n an d his ability to en ter 
in to the emo tio n s o f o thers stirred 
Jefferso n . 
To Jefferso n , Bern in i was the 
cu ltu ral father o f the Ren aissan ce 
after the deadly du ll that fo llo wed 
the p rev io u s Ren aissan ce. Bern in i, 
o f co u rse, gav e St. Peter’s its mag­ 


n ificen t p iazza, an d Jefferso n co n ­ 
sidered this greatest scen ic design er 
o f his age cap able o f an ecstatic re­ 
p u diatio n o f the fo rces o f grav ity . 
When Jefferso n was the Ameri­ 
can min ister to Fran ce he saw a r­ 
chitect P. Ro u sseau ’s Ho tel de Salm, 
n o w the ho me o f the Legio n o f Ho n ­ 
o r, bein g erected in Paris. Jefferso n 
greatly admired it an d this n o ble ed­ 
ifice in sp ired man y o f his alteratio n s 
at Mo n ticello . 


He also believ ed that the Ro man 
temp le at Nimes, Fran ce, the Mai- 
so n Carree, was the mo st p erfect ex ­ 
amp le o f cu bical architectu re. Jef­ 
ferso n to o k this fo r his mo del o f the 
Co mmo n wealth o f Virgin ia cap ito l 
at Richmo n d. 
He called the Pan theo n at Ro me 
the n earest to p erfectio n in sp herical 
architectu re. Jefferso n adap ted the 
Pan theo n , in o n e-half scale an d with 
radical chan ges in fo rm, fo r the Ro ­ 
tu n da o f the Un iv ersity o f Virgin ia, 
the cen tral admin istratio n bu ildin g 
an d library o f this u n iv ersity o f 
which he was the fo u n der an d bu ild­ 
er. 


This, with Mo n ticello , is his a r­ 
chitectu ral masterp iece, an d the 
magn ificen t achiev emen t is widely 
called the mo st beau tifu l assembly 
o f academic bu ildin gs in the wo rld. 
Ho w an y o n e in n o cen t o f train in g 
co u ld achiev e su ch classics is liter­ 
ally in credible. 
In Italian Mo n ticello mean s “Lit­ 
tle Mo u n tain ” an d, in ciden tally , Jef­ 
ferso n alway s u sed the Italian p ro ­ 
n u n ciatio n —lik e the mu sical in stru ­ 
men t. He had said, “All my dreams 
en d where I ho p e my day s will en d, 
at Mo n ticello .” They did.

They ’re liars an d cheats an d an y ­ 
o n e who thin k s y o u can deten te 
with them witho u t bein g able to 
lo o k them in the ey e becau se they 
k n o w y o u ’v e go t the stren th an d 
will u se it—they ’re crazy . 
“Fello ws lik e Lemay that they 
called Hawk s, they ’re the real 
Do v es. Lemay wo u ld hav e en ded 
that war. The real warmo n gers 
are tho se who cu t the heart o u t o f 
o u r defen se fo r all these so cial 
welfare p ro grams. An d tho se who

Reliable statistics rev eal that 
alco ho lism is o u r co u n try ’s third 
mo st serio u s health p ro blem fo l­ 
lo win g can cer an d heart disease. 
Also that abo u t half o f all traffic 
fatalities are co n n ected to alco ­ 
ho lic co n su mp tio n o n the p art o f 
o n e o f the driv ers 
In sp ite o f this we hav e dev el­ 
o p ed a p rev ailin g so cial attitu de 
in which drin k in g o f alco ho l is 
co n sidered fashio n able an d so ­ 
cially stimu latin g. We hav e tried 
to deceiv e o u rselv es in to thin k in g 
that there is n o co n n ectio n be­ 
tween alco ho lic co n su mp tio n an d 
the p ro blems that gro w o u t o f it. 
“ It’s n o t mo derate drin k in g bu t 
the abu se o f the p riv ilege that 
cau ses the p ro blem,” we tell o u r­ 
selv es. Bu t the fact is that ten s o f 
millio n s o f p eo p le hav e n o t been 


able to fin d the fin e lin e that ru n s 
between mo deratio n an d abu se. 
Drin k in g has adv ersely affected 
their liv es an d the liv es o f tho se 
who co me in co n tact with them. 
The facts bein g what they are, 
we n eed to create a differen t so ­ 
cial climate. If drin k in g mu st be 
p ermitted, it sho u ld be lo o k ed 
u p o n as an u n n ecessary an d dan ­ 
gero u s so cial habit that ev en tu al­ 
ly leads to tro u ble fo r a lo t o f p eo ­ 
p le. 
We had the co u rage to face u p 
to the hazards o f smo k in g so that 
man y p eo p le q u it an d man y o th­ 
ers co n tin u e o n ly with ap o lo gy . 
Can we do the same with the alco ­ 
ho l issu e?

“I u sed to hu n t with a gu n 
alto gether. I’v e hu n ted sin ce I 
was big en o u gh to carry a 
gu n ,” say s Pap p y , n o w 65 .

COPING 
Career educations h elp 


By JOANNE KOCH 
“Two-and-a-half million of 
our y oung people each y ear . . . 
are v oting with their feet to say 
that schools and colleges are 
not meeting their needs.” 
This disenchanted group in­ 
cludes 850,000 students who 
drop out of high school, 800,000 
m ore who do not go on to col­ 
lege, and another 9 00,000 who 
leav e college before graduat­ 
ing. According to Dr. Philip 
Marland, form er U.S. Commis­ 
sioner of Education, the educa­ 
tion of this group amounts to an 
annual inv estm ent of $30 m il­ 
lion. 
Add to their num ber the a r­ 
mies of untrained who flood the 
tight job m ark et each y ear and 
the thousands of unemploy ed 
college graduates and Ph.D ’s 
and y ou hav e an educational 
sy stem that has little or no 
practical v alue. 
One re m a rk a b ly sensible 
remedy for Am erica’s ailing 
student body is to reintegrate 
work and study , v ocational and 
acad em ic p rogram s w hich 
hav e been separate and une­ 
q ual for decades. 
This new concept, clearly a r­ 
ticulated in Dr. M arland’s re ­ 
cently published book , is “Ca­ 
reer Education.” Orient all stu­ 
dents to the world of work . Be­ 
ginning with k indergarten and 
elem entary school, gradually 
bring m ore career-related ex ­ 
perience into the curriculum . 
C areer education includes 


more than just talk , mov ies and 
information 
about 
work . 
It 
means opportunities for chil­ 
dren to actually perform c e r­ 
tain task s—selling 
m erchan­ 
dise, setting a line of ty pe, 
building a chair. As they m a­ 
ture, y oung people are giv en 
more opportunities to partici­ 
pate, by sim ulation or actual 
on-the-scene assignm ents, 
in 
what some people call “the real 
world,” the world of work . 


The goal of career education 
is to hav e ev ery student gradu­ 
ate from 
high school 
with 
enough m ark etable sk ills to 
start on a career im mediately 
after his senior y ear, 
and 
enough academ ic back ground 
to go to college if he wishes. No 
more blue-collar-track or “te r­ 
m inal” seniors, as those not 
bound for college were labelled 
when I was teaching. 
Career education—unlik e de­ 
segregation, busing, tex tbook 
rev isions—seem s to be one edu­ 
cational reform parents can 
agree upon. An ex tensiv e G al­ 
lup poll reported in 19 73 re ­ 
v ealed that nine out of 10 A m er­ 
icans wanted the public schools 
to giv e more em phasis to a 
study of trades, professions and 
businesses to help students de­ 
cide on their careers. 
With this k ind of public en­ 
dorsem ent, and a deepening 
recession underlining the need 
for em ploy m ent orientation, 
schools across the country are 


redesigning their curricula and 
retraining their staff to m ak e 
career education their goal. 
In eight states, high school 
and junior 
college students 
compete for fictitious clients 
and profits in a simulation of 
the auto insurance business 
called “ Project Inv est.” Sev en­ 
teen states enable high school 
students to spend part of their 
school week work ing as ex ecu­ 
tiv es in special business and 
gov ernment program s. 
M iddle schools and high 
schools are now offering studies 
centered around ind ustries 
which employ large num bers of 
people, such as Ohio’s program 
on 
tra nsp orta tion—a 
field 
which employ s 13 per cent of 
the nation’s work ing popula­ 
tion. 
These program s, which com ­ 
bine academ ic and occupation­ 
al teaching, could mak e the dif­ 
ference between a dreary job 
on an assem bly line and a re ­ 
warding career. In the words of 
Georgia educator Dr. 
Gene 
Bottoms, “a job is what y ou do 
to liv e. A career is what y ou liv e 
todo.”

E a rly in M arch two years ago, 
farmers 
around 
Kaskaskia 
looked forward to a good year. 
There had been plenty of rain 
and the ground was nearly 
ready for planting. 
But within a matter of weeks 
the 
mighty 
Mississippi 
had 
gone on a rampage and most of 
the 35 families that worked the 
10,000 tillable acres of Kas­ 
kaskia were lucky to escape 
with a few possessions and 
their lives. 
Kaskaskia farmers are differ­ 
ent than other farmers because 
’he land they live on and work 


is an island in the middle of the 
biggest river in North America. 
The Mississippi is unpredic­ 
table, posing a constant threat 
to those who dare settle too 
close. 


Despite that, most of the 300 
people who called the island 
home before the “ Flood of ’73” 
have returned to the island 
and, once more, are looking 
forward to a good year. 
“ It ’s our home, you know,” 
said Lee Burch, who no longer 
is able to farm, but has rebuilt 
his home and returned to his 
land. “ We couldn’t just walk 
away from it all.” 
Burch, in his 60s, suffered a 


severe heart attack while fight­ 
ing the flood. He credits his 
survival to authorities who took 
him off the island by tugboat 
and eventually put him aboard 
a helicopter for a quick trip to 
a Perryville, Mo., hospital. 


Here and there on Kaskaskia, 
evidence of the great flood re­ 
mains — piles of debris that 
haven’t been 
cleared, 
large 
holes in the ground, patches 
where the topsoil has been 
stripped off, damaged barns, 
bins, and machine sheds. 
“ The people here, with help 
from the Corps of Engineers 
and hundreds of volunteers,

The nine countries of the E u ­ 
ropean Common Market have 
more beef to roast, butter to 
spread, eggs to fry and wine to 
drink than they could consume 
without getting a severe stom­ 
ach ache. 
But 
housewives 
grumble 
about the ever-increasing price 
of 
this 
abundance 
in 
food 
stores, while farmers say they 
are not paid enough for what 
they grow. 
Italy and France have m il­ 
lions of gallons of unsold wine 
following bumper harvests last 
year and in 1973. 
Fish is going out of fashion in 
the nine countries because it 
costs as much or more than 
meat. 
But 
trawlermen 
in 
France and Scotland have been 
blockading their harbors to pro­ 
test dockside prices they claim 
do not cover the cost of their 
voyages to stormy Atlantic and 
North Sea fishing grounds 
The Common 
Market 
has 
slapped a ban on all beef im­ 
ports 
from 
Latin 
America, 
Communist Europe and Aus­ 
tralia and is on the verge of a 
“ cheese w ar” with the United 
States 
The blame lies with the Eco ­ 
nomic Community’s Common 
Agricultural Policy—CA P. ac­ 
cording to Test Achats, an inde­ 
pendent Belgian magazine for 
consumers. 
In its April issue, the maga­ 
zine 
described 
C A P 
as 
“ ruinous” and added: “ It has 
not served the interests of those 
who should be the principal 
beneficiaries — the mass of the 
farming population. No more 


has it served the interests of 
consumers.” 
The profits from C A P have 
been reaped by the big farmers 
who represent only a small pro­ 
portion of those involved in ag­ 
riculture in Europe, the maga­ 
zine claimed. 
Store and market prices vary 
widely through the nine coun­ 
tries, although farmers benefit 
from a fixed floor price for 
much of their produce. F arm ­ 
ers get an average of 45 cents a 
pound for animals sold live at 
auctions, a price which includes 
waste such as bone and fat. But 
the housewife pays an average 
of about $3 for a pound of 
prime steak from her butcher. 
Farm ers argue that because 
of vastly increased overheads 


— the increased cost of animal 
feed and fertilizers — their own 
return is barely profitable. 
Common Market sources at­ 
tribute the difference to vari­ 
ations in production levels and 
demand in member countries. 
One problem is that thou­ 
sands of farms are small and 
therefore uneconomic. Agricul­ 
ture subsidies amounting to $4 
billion a year merely drive food 
prices up without improving the 
lot of families scratching an ex- 
istance from a few acres. 
The average size of a farm in 
the United States is a little 
short of 700 acres. For the 
Common Market as a whole, 
the average is only 33.5 acres, 
ranging from 93.5 in Britain to 
14.75 in Italy. 


Mississippi from topping the 41- 
mile levee around the island,” 
said Em ily Lyons, a teacher at 
Kaskaskia School. 
“ High winds finally helped 
the water go over the levee in 
mid-March,” she said, “ and the 
island was partially evacuated 
Then, in late April, the tired 
substandard levee gave way 
and the water just poured in, 
wrecking most of the buildings 
and leaving us homeless, won­ 
dering if we could ever come 
back. It ’s really a helpless feel­ 
ing — I guess we kind of know 
how those people feel who have 
been forced out of their homes 
by w ar.” 
But they did return and now 
they are doing what they can to 
make sure it all doesn’t ’t hap­ 
pen again. 
Mrs. Lyons is a spokeswoman 
for a citizens group that is try­ 
ing to get the Corps of Eng i­ 
neers to build a higher levee. 
The group also wants a system 
of drainage ditches and pump­ 
ing stations put on the island to 
protect the lowest areas from 
seepage and rainwater backup. 
“ We think we will be able to 
justify the construction of a 
new levee system,” said Mel 
Dornhoefer, a spokesman for 


the Corps. “ The old levee was 
the only substandard area be­ 
tween Alton, 111., and the mouth 
of the Mississippi, It was built 
by the Works Progress Admin­ 
istration in the 1930s and has 
just 
been 
patched 
and 
re­ 
patched since.” 
But Doerhoefer is not as opti­ 
mistic about the internal drain­ 
age system, which Kaskaskia 
residents claim is vital since 
most of the roads are the first 
things to be covered when the 
water starts to rise. 
“ We are still examining sev­ 
eral alternatives,” Dornhoefer 
said, “ but there is some doubt 
that the work can be justified, 
economically.” All of the plans 
would cost more than $2 m il­ 
lion, with the 
most sophis­ 
ticated plan topping $2.5 m il­ 
lion. 
“ The fact that the roads went 
under first in 1973 led to a lot 
of the property losses,” Mrs. 
Lyons said. “ People had no 
way oi moving their belongings 
out of their homes and barns. 
Many farmers lost all their 
tools, 
their 
machinery 
and 
stockpiles of such things as fer­ 
tilizer. We have to find some 
way to convince the authorities 
of our need.” 


When asked why they would 
rather fight to stay on the 
island than move to a less 
threatened area, most island 
residents have trouble coming 
up with a clear-cut answer. 
“ I think its a combination of 
a lot of things,” said Mrs. 
Lyons, 
a 
lifetime 
resident 
whose 
late husband 
was 
a 
farmer there. “ I guess tradition 
has to come first. Most of us 
here can trace our ancestors 
back to the people who first oc­ 
cupied the island after the vil- 
late was founded by Marquette. 
We celebrate our 300th birthday 
this spring, you know. 
“ Then, too, I know many of 
the people here actually tried 
to make a go of it elsewhere 
when they were forced out by 
the flood. Most of them couldn’t 
take it anywhere else and even­ 
tually moved back. Before the 
flood there were 100 livable 
homes here, now there are 77. 
But we’re on our way back 
up.” 
Farm er John Klein was one 
of those who never did leave 
the island for long. “ Mr. Klein 
was one of several farmers who 
managed to get his stock off 
the island,” Mrs. Lyons said, 
“ but he was forced to sell them 


at a loss. But that didn’t stop 
him. As soon as the water went 
down he came back and camp­ 
ed on his land until he could 
rebuild his home. H e’s back in 
business now.” 
Most of the people on the 
island are religious. And most 
of them demonstrate a stub­ 
bornness about their land that 
goes beyond all rational ex­ 
planations of their desire to 
stay. 
“ It ’s a terrible thing to see,” 
said Vera Bauman, who lost 
nearly everything in the flood 


“ You’ve always had a home 
and then all of a sudden —• 
nothing. I even had to borrow a 
bucket and a rag to clean up. ; 
“ But you can’t give up, you 
have to go on. We re still fight­ 
ing for our church and our 
roads, 
everything 
on 
our 
island.” 
The 
people 
of 
Kaskaskia 
won't say they are afraid of 
what might happen in the fu­ 
ture. “ They won’t say they’re 
afraid,” said Lee Burch, “ but 
every time there’s a little rise 
in the water...”

When Captain John Parker 
and his 60 or 7 0 minutemen Un­ 
fed up in rough order on Lexing­ 
ton Common on the early morn­ 
ing of April 19, 1775, they could 
not have known that the day’s 
events would shake the world. 
Parker had no intention of 
trying to stop the vastly 
superior force of approaching 
redcoats. And Major Pitcairn of 
the advance infantry of the 
British on their way to Concord 
to destroy colonial military 
supplies expected to pass 
through without trouble. 
When they reached Lexington 
green, Pitcairn decided that he 
had better disarm the small 
lorce that faced him, and he 
ordered the militia to lay down 
4ts weapons Captain Parker 
told his men to disperse. Some 
of the minutemen headed for 
cover, but not one gave up his 
gun. 
A shot was fjred — by whom, 
no one can say for sure. 
Violence erupted on the little 
common. Before the British 
marched on to Concord, eight 
minutemen lay dead and ten 
others were wounded. Only one 
British soldier was injured. 
*, “Oh! What a glorious morn­ 
ing this is!” , exclaimed Samuel 
Adams, when he got the excit­ 
ing news. 
For 
Adams 
the 
skirmish on Lexington green 
m eant 
that 
the 
War 
for 
Independence had begun Long 
since convinced that this was 
the only solution to American 
problem s, he rejoiced that 
fighting had begun. 
The British force of 7 00 men 
sent out by General Gage from 
Boston had not surprised the 
colonists. Warned in plenty of 
time by Paul Revere and Wil- 
Uam Dawes that the redcoats 
were coming, the minutemen 
had alerted themselves. But no 
one knew that fighting would 
break out. Yet, crisis was in the 
air and some incident was 
bound to trigger an explosion. 
It was a time of much uncer­ 
tainty. Political practices of 
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Or,American ORACLE of Liberty 
long standing were being inter­ 
rupted, and the colonists were 
angry. Why should practices 
that had gone on for genera­ 
tions be suddenly changed? 
Accustomed 
to 
governing 
themselves, the colonists re­ 
sented tighter rule by Great 
Britain — Parliamentary taxa­ 
tion, enforcem ent of trade 
regulations, closing the port of 
Boston, changing the govern­ 
ment of the colony. Where 
would it end? 
The day of Lexington and 
Concord did not provide an­ 
swers to these burning ques­ 
tions; but the bloodshed of that 
day showed how high tempers 
were running. 
Advancing to Concord, about 
seven miles to the west, the 
British burned a large number 
of gun carriages and cut down a 
liberty pole. 
A 
detachment 
marched to the North Bridge 
and then on to destroy other 
military supplies at Colonel 
Jam es Barrett’s farm. At the 
North Bridge, m ilitia 
ex­ 
changed shots with a British 
detail with a few casualties on 
both sides. Here, as Ralph 
Waldo Emerson put it, was 
“fired the shot heard round the 
world.’’ 
Before the commander of the 
British raid — fat and lethargic 
L ieutenant Colonel Francis 
Smith — began the return to 
Lexington and then to Boston, 
the whole countryside was 
alarmed And minutemen from 
all the surrounding towns had 
seized their muskets and hur­ 
ried towards the scene of battle. 
It would be a long, bloody 
march back to safety for the 
redcoats. 
Militiamen by the hundreds 
gathered along the road the 
British would have to follow. If 
reinforcem ents 
had 
not 
reached Smith near Lfexington, 
his entire force might well have 
been annihilated that after-

General Artemas Ward, were 
the nucleus of the Continental 
Army soon to be created by 
Congress. 


Many affidavits were taken 
from participants and wit­ 
nesses of events on the fateful 
day of Lexington and Concord. 
No charges of British atrocities 
are to be found in these state­ 
ments, but this did not prevent 
P atriot propagandists from 
writing versions of the battle 
which accused the regulars of 
brutality and many barbarities. 
These A m erican accounts, 
circulated widely in the other 


colonies, added greatly to 
growing alarm over British 
policies. 


The political implications of 
Lexington and Concord were 
far reaching. Bloodshed na­ 
turally bred hard feelings and 
made the settlement of disputes 
more difficult, if not impos­ 
sible. In any event, Massa­ 
chusetts Patriots had served 
dramatic notice that they were 
willing to die for their beliefs 
and would not give in to British 
rule when they thought the 
fundamental rights of free men 
were at stake.

A real estate man from Nor- 
‘ mal plans to cash in on the 
problem by building a 35-acre 
housing development for horse 
• lovers, 
complete 
with 
two 
stables, a training track and 
(more than a mile of bridle 
paths 
The project will be one of the 
nation’s small 
but growing 


number of horse-oriented hous­ 
ing developments. 
"If you have a horse you’re 
going to pay from $7 0 to 
$100 a 
month to board that horse,” 
said Hal Riss Jr., the devel­ 
oper. ‘This way you’ll be hav­ 
ing your own place free where 
you can take care of it.” 
The development southeast of 
here is designed for 31 homes, 
each on a lot of an acre to 
about one-half acre. The lots 
should sell for an average $8,- 
000 and residents then build 
their own homes, Riss said. 


Purchase price includes a 
stall in one of the stables and 
part ownership of the facilities 
for the horses, Riss said. 
Riss, a former Army cav­ 
alryman, said he got the idea 
for the development when he 
realized that people with horses 
often had no place to go. 


“We spend thousands of dol­ 
lars for recreation and swim­ 
ming and tennis and everything 
else,” he said. “But the horse 
owner doesn’t have a place of 
his own in which to pursue his 
own recreation and hobby.” 
Most Illinois counties require 
a minimum of five acres zoned 


for agriculture use to keep a 
horse, Riss said. He said that 
recently a corporation execu­ 
tive even refused a transfer to 
McLean County Because he 
couldn’t find a home where he 
could keep his two Arabian 
horses.

The fate of a Southern Oregon 
family of four which vanished 
without a trace last summer 
has been learned with the dis­ 
covery of skeletal remains, but 
mystery still surrounds 
the 
deaths. 
The remains found over the 
weekend by prospectors were 
identified 
through 
dental 
records Monday as those of 
Richard Cowden, 27; his wife, 
Belinda, 22; son David, 5; and

daughter Melissa, 5 months. 
State police said two of the 
skulls had bullet holes in them, 
but declined to say which two. 
Police say there is no in­ 
dication of who killed the fam i­ 
ly, or why, but Oregon State 
Police Lt. Mark Kezar specula­ 
ted that the slayer was a local 
person fam iliar with the moun­ 
tainous area. 
The 
remains 
were 
found 
about 6 ^ miles northwest of a 
campsite near the town of Cop- 


per, from which the family 
vanished Sept. 1, 1974. 
Hundreds of searchers com­ 
bed the area for miles around 
after the Cowdens were report­ 
ed missing, including the gener­ 
al area where the remains 
were found, but they discovered 
no trace of the family. 
Kezar said two Forest Grove 
prospectors, Allan West and 
Marvin Proctor, found Cow- 
den’s remains on a steep hill­ 
side Saturday. The remains of 


his wife and children were 
found stuffed into a small cave, 
or grotto, 
about 
200 yards 
away. 
Police said a vehicle appar­ 
ently was used to bring the 
Cowdens or their bodies to the 
area. 
Cowden, a log truck driver 
from White City, had planned 
to haul gravel for his driveway 
on that Labor Day weekend 
last year, but arrangements to 
borrow a truck fell through. 


So he took his family camp­ 
ing in the Carberry Creek area 
35 miles southwest of Medford, 
just north of the California 
state line. 
On Sunday morning, Sept. 1, 
Cowden and David went to the 
store in Copper to get a quart 
of milk. That was the last time 
any of the family was seen 
alive. 
They were to have gone to 
Copper for dinner at the home 
of Mrs. Cowden’s mother, Ruth 


Grayson, that night. When they 
didn’t appear, Mrs. Grayson 
went to the campsite. 
Everything was as it should 
have been. Food was on the 
table and fishing poles leaned 
against a tree. 
Mrs. Cowdens purse was 
there. Down by the creek as 
was Cowden’s watch and his 
billfold, containing $23. So was 
his wife’s half-full pack of ciga­ 
rettes. 
“ That 
camp 
sure 
was 


spooky,” said state trooper Lee 
Erickson. “ Even the milk was 
on the table.” 


In December, Cowden’s fa­ 
ther, Robert L. Cowden of 
Eagle Point, Ore., despondent 
over the disappearance of his 
son and his fam ily, committed 
suicide. 


“ I feel relieved but empty,” 
Mrs. Grayson said Monday. 
“ But at least they were all to­ 
gether, as I ’d hoped.”

Dumping of supplies by Viets probed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
treating 
Sou th 
Vietnamese 
troops lost or d estroy ed abou t 
$7 80 million in weap ons, am m u ­ 
nition and other fighting ^ u ip - 
ment and su p p lies, accord ing to 
a key Pentagon official who in­ 
v estigated the situ ation for 
Presid ent Ford . 
Erich v on Marbod said in an 
interv iew, “My find ings d u ring 
my v isit with Gen. Fred We- 
y and ’s mission to Vietnam d o 
not su bstantiate the $5 billion to 
$10 billion figu re” u sed by Sen. 
Frank Chu rch. D-Id aho, last 
week. 
The conflict in figu res ap p ar­ 
ently stems from the d ifferent 


bases on which v on Marbod 
and Chu rch mad e their calcu ­ 
lations. 
Von Marbod said he u sed the 
actu al p rice p aid by the United 
States for tanks, aircraft and 
other eq u ip ment, some of it 
bou ght y ears ago when p rices 
were lower. He u sed cu rrent 
costs for su ch “consu mables” 
as ammu nition and fu el, he 
said . 
An aid e to Chu rch said the 
senator arriv ed at his figu res 
on Sou th Vietnamese eq u ip ment 
losses by p rojecting the costs of 
rep lacing the eq u ip ment at cu r­ 
rent p rices. 
“How d o y ou calcu late the 


cu rrent p rice of an old M4 1 
light tank that we no longer 
hav e in ou r inv entory ?” Von 
Marbod asked rhetorically . 
Von Marbod ind icated the to­ 
tal cost p robably will go higher 
than $7 80 million when stu d ies 
are comp leted on the v alu e of 
lost su p p ort eq u ip ment, su ch as 
that u sed by engineer and ord ­ 
nance u nits. 
Another factor y et to be cal­ 


cu lated is the cost of U.S.-bu ilt 
airfield s, 
p orts 
and 
d epots 
which hav e fallen into North 
Vietnamese hand s. This cou ld 
ru n into billions. 
Von Marbod has rep orted his 
find ings to Ford and to con­ 
gressional committees since re­ 
tu rning more than a week ago 
from Sou th Vietnam with We- 
y and , the Army chief of staff 
sent by the Presid ent to su rv ey 


the military crisis. 
Von Marbod said his assess­ 
ments are based on intelligence 
p hotograp hs, rep orts from ind i­ 
v id u als he d id not id entify , and 
from estimates of what weap ­ 
onry , ammu nition and other 
su p p lies the Sou th Vietnamese 
had with their d iv isions and in 
d ep ots in areas ov erru n by the 
North Vietnamese in recent 
weeks. 


Sorting through 
soybeans to find 
contaminated ones

BURLINGTON,Iowa (AP) — 
One by one, bean after bean, 
six women are sorting throu gh 
an estimated 7 .5 billion soy ­ 
beans to pick the bad ones 
from the good ones. 
“I’v e got some reserv ations 
that this is the feasible way to 
d o it,” say s Charles Way ne. 
“We’v e got a p roblem.” 
The Bu rlington women are 
plu cking their way throu gh 50,- 
000 bu shels of beans in search 
of 50 bu shels that had been 
sp ray ed with fu ngicid e. 
Way ne is an official of the 
Garnac Grain Co., which owns 
the beans stored here at the 
Way ne Elev ator. 
He said Mond ay abou t 50 
bu shels of contaminated beans 
had been treated with two fu ng­ 
icid es, cap tan and moly bd e­ 
nu m, which are harmfu l to hu ­ 
man health. The treated beans 
were to be u sed as seed for this 
y ear’s p lanting. 
Bu t d ie seed beans were in­ 
ad v ertently mix ed into a barge­ 
load of good soy beans in this 
Mississippi Riv er town. The 
beans were then sealed in the 
elev ator last Ju ly . 
Fifty bu shels of contaminated 
beans in a bin of 50,000 bu shels 
means the women are looking 
for one bad bean in ev ery 1,000. 
How d oes Way ne know the 
women are shu ffling 7 .5 billion 
beans arou nd ? “It’s not too d if­ 
ficu lt to weigh a few ou nces, 
cou nt the nu mber of beans, and 
ex p and that into how many 
wou ld be in 50,000 bu shels,” he 
ex p lained . 
The beans are mov ed ov er a 
slanted board where the women 
poke throu gh them, looking for 
the telltale green coat on the 
bad beans. 
“1 tried p icking for a half 


hou r,” said Way ne. “It isn’t 
v ery s,timu lating work in an in­ 
tellectu al way . 
“The women are being p aid 
$2.60 an hou r They take some 
rest breaks, or chatter away . 
“Bu t 1 d on’t know when 
they ’ll get d one 
this way . 
There’s an awfu l lot of beans 
there, and I d on’t think this is 
the final solu tion, esp ecially in 
an era of mechanization.” 
Way ne said that it takes 
three to sev en d ay s to pick ou t 
4 00 bu shels of clean beans, d e­ 
pend ing on how many bad 
beans are d iscov ered . 
Soy beans are cu rrently worth 
$5.80 a bu shel, making those 
being checked worth abou t 
$290,000. 
The comp any also had to pay 
$500 a d ay to hold the barge for 
30 d ay s tHefore it was u nload ed . 
‘Then there is the interest to 
be paid on the beans, plu s stor­ 
age costs,” Way ne said . “I 
wou ld say it will cost u s $50,000 
to $100,000 to clean the beans, 
and that may be on the low 
sid e.” 
He said male elev ator em­ 
ploy es originally started p ick­ 
ing the beans last winter, bu t 
the women took ov er a few 
d ay s ago.

There’s no better eating than 
the small member of the sun- 
fish 
family 
known 
as 
the 
crappie, and this is the time of 
year to catch them. 
Generally fried in batter, 
crappies are a popular addition 
to the sportsman’s table in Il­ 
linois. 
The catching is best in early 
spring and early fall. This time 
of year, water temperature hits 
60 to 
65 
degress 
and 
the 
crappies bunch up on spawn 
beds. 
Sometimes called "specs” or 
"calico bass,” crappies gener­ 
ally average less than eight 
inches and less than half a 
pound in Illinois. 
But 
crappies 
up 
to 
two 
pounds are frequently caught, 
and the Illinois records is 4 
pounds, 7 ounces — a white 
crappie taken from a Morgan 
Cwinty farm pond in 1973. 
In Illinois, crappies are usu­ 
ally caught using a cane or fi­ 
berglass pole running 12 feet or 
longer. 
The most common bait is a 
one-to two-inch minnow, hooked 
through the lips or dorsal fin on 
a No. 6 or No. 8 hook. Also 
used are small spinners, pork 
rind strips or small lures de­ 
signed for bass. 
There are two species of 
crappies—white and black. The 
easiest way to tell the differ­ 
ence is by counting dorsal spin­ 
es. (]lenerally the black crappie 
has seven or eight spines while 
the white has five or six. 


Crappies have very tender 
mouths, and it’s easy to pull 
out the hook. So lift them out of 
the water, don’t jerk. 
For anglers going after a 
record, or just looking for some 
good eating, the state Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Conservation 
has 
named 25 spots that should be 
better than others for crappie 
fishing this year.

N EW YO RK (A P ) — Nearly 
all 200 American missionaries 
have left South Vietnam in the 
face of the uncertain situation, 
according to reports received 
here. 
At least seven are missing in 
areas newly seized by the Viet- 
cong. 
'Two other Americans re­ 
mained intentionally in cap­ 
tured regions to try to continue 
their work, and a few mis­ 
sionary doctors and a few relief 
workers are staying in the Sai­ 
gon area as long as possible. 
But 
most 
American 
mis­ 
sionary personnel have pulled 
out. 
"They had to be evacuated in 
case the onrush of the northern 
forces take over Saigon as 
they’ve taken over everything 
else,” said the Rev. Louis L. 
King of Nyack, N .Y., in charge 
of overseas personnel of the 
Christian and Missionary Al­ 
liance,

group in the area. 
Tt^ Rev. Mr. King added: 
"There also is a strong possi­ 
bility of intense anti-American­ 
ism breaking out at any time.

been at od d s with the regu lar 
Democratic organization Daley 
controls. 
The may or lashed ou t at the 
1972 plan d escribing it as a

bu ild a cSiinese Wall arou nd 
Chicago ju st for political pu r­ 
poses.” The plan, Daley said , 
attempted to take representa­ 
tion away from the cities and 
was the resu lt of thinking by

This y ear, Hewlett presid ed 
ov er the Hou se for more than 50 
hou rs from Jan. 8 to Jan. 21 
u ntil William A. Red mond was 
elected Speaker on the 93rd bal­ 
lot. It was the longait Speaker 
election in Illinois history . 
H ew lett’s proposal wou ld 
create these statu tory reform s: 
1. The v ote requ ired to elect 
wou ld be a majority of v otes 
cast, not a majority of the 
whole membership in either 
hou se. 
2. If the Secretary were u n­ 
able to conv ene the Hou se or 
presid e, he wou ld appoint an 
assistant in his own office to d o 
it. If the Gov ernor were u nable 
to take charge in the Senate, the 
Lieu tenant Gov ernor wou ld 
take ov er.

Citing nu merou s stu d ies and

allow hu nd red s of thou sanck of 
Illinois motorisis to flau nt the 
law and not renew their regis­ 
trations. 
Howlett's d epu ty . Lawrence 
Richard son, contend ed law en­ 
forcement officials wou ld be 
u nable to spot inralid license 
plates becau se the stickers 
cou ld not be seen at high speed 


or u nd er poor v isibility cond i­ 
tions. 
Armed with this testimony , 
the Motor Vehicles Committee 
v oted to kill legislation calling 
for mu lti-y ear license pla t^ 
which had been introd u ced by 
Rep, Ronald Grie» heimer, R- 
Wau kegan. Similar bills, op­ 
posed by the Secretary of 
State’s office, hav e been killed 
in 1963, 1967 and 1971. 
With all this as a back­ 
grou nd , Griesheimer and others 
were startled to read news­ 
paper stories Mond ay say ing 
that Howlett was in fav or of 
mu lti-y ear plates.

Griesheimer, who contend s

WASHINGTON (A P)-U sing 
slogans as their weapons and 
local voters as their foot sol­ 
diers, organized groups have 
been waging a three-year war 
against House and Senate pro­ 
posals to increase federal in- 
vblvement in land use planning 
i Their efforts have been suc­ 
cessful, but once again Con­ 
gress is contemplating legisla­ 
tion to establish a system for 
planning the nation’s growth. 
The first comprehensive land 
use 
planning 
bill 
was 
in­ 
troduced in 1972. The Senate 
has passed such legislation 
twice but last year, when the 
measure reached the House 
floor, the House decided by a 
vote of 211 to 204 not to consid­ 
er it. The proposals, somewhat 
modified, 
have 
been 
re-in­ 
troduced. 
In the view of Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., the leading 
sponsor of the legislation in the 
Senate, the House was pres­ 
sured into its decision last year 
by right wing groups plying the 
members with mail from con­ 
stituents fearing federal control 
over their property. 
“ I cannot believe that the 
form letter hate mail which 
suddenly appeared on my desk 
represents the true feelings of 
Americans,” 
said 
Jackson, 
chairman of the Senate Interior 
Committee. 
‘The opposition came at us 
with shiboleths,” said Steven P. 
Quarles, an Interior Committee 
staff member. ‘‘It was shouting 
slogans about big government 
and robbery of property rights 
The local mail came in 10, 20, 
60 to 1 against us.” 
R eflected 
throughout 
the 
mail, its recipients said, was a 
belief in an individual’s right to 
private property, and the dis­ 
pute over land use planning has 
prompted broad philosophical 
arguments over property rights 
and the state’s responsibility to 
the interests of society in pro­ 
tecting a 
nonrenewable 
re­ 
source. 
“ Land can’t be treated like a 


commodity, like beans or wheat 
or anything else you sell,” said 
R ep. Morris K Udall, D-Ariz., 
the bill’s chief sponsor in the 
House “ It is an irreplaceable 
asset.” 
Planning for its use, he said, 
“ is society’s option about how 
we grow and the quality of 
life.” 
“ We’re running out of cheap 
land ...,” the congressman said. 
The House Interior Com­ 
mittee, in its report explaining 
the land use planning legisla­ 
tion the committee drew up last 
year, recognized the signifi­ 


cance oi the dispute over the 
nature of land — commodity or 
nonrenewable resource. 
“ R eflected throughout this 
nation’s 
political, 
economic, 
and social history is the tradi­ 
tional concept that land is a 
commodity to be bought and 
sold, used and depleted as its 
owner sees fit, with a minimum 
of governmental involvement or 
guidance,” it wrote. 
An Interior Department offi­ 
cial, who asked that his name 
not be used, said the state’s au­ 
thorized police powers, protect­ 
ing the interests of a commu- 


nity, justified land use plan­ 
ning. 
“The Constitution does not 
give a person the right to use 
his land as he wishes,” the offi­ 
cial said, but he acknowledged 
that a land owner was entitled 
to compensation for denial of 
the use of his land. 
R ep. Sam Steiger, the Ari­ 
zona R epublican who has led 
the opposition in the House to 
the legislation, is afraid that 
the federal government, under 
Udall’s bill, could designate a 
section of land as a “ non-use 
area,” overriding local and 


state rulings by prohibiting its 
development. He feels reim­ 
bursement of the owners of 
such property would cost too 
much. 
“ Mo (Udall) and the other 
supporters of the bill said it 
doesn’t jeopardize private prop­ 
erty and it does,” Steiger said. 
The various conservative or­ 
ganizations that deluged sena­ 
tors and representatives with 
mail in their battle against the 
legislation have focused on this 
issue in the literature they dis­ 
tributed around the nation. 
They said the bill would let the 


government confiscate private 
propepty, an alleration hotly 
denied by the measure’s spon­ 
sors. 
The “ Committee to R estore 
the Constitution, Inc.,” said in 
a newsletter: 
“ Fifteen thousand words in 
the bill spell the end of the tra­ 
ditional concept of private own­ 
ership of land as conceived and 
understood under the American 
system of constitutional govern­ 
ment.” 
The Liberty Lobby, another 
right-wing group, said: ‘This 
un-American bill is right in line 


with Karl Marx’ directive for 
enslaving people: 
confiscate 
private property.” 
And on Capitol Hill, various 
congressmen thundered against 
the bill from time to time as it 
moved through subcommittee 
and committee in the legisla­ 
tive process. 
R ep. R obert L. F. Sikes, D- 
Fla., said the bill “would se­ 
verely limit a property owner’s 
right to decide what use he will 
make of his land.” 
Former R ep. John R . R arick, 
D-La., warned while still in 
Congress: “ If this proposal be­ 


comes law, you may continue 
to own the title to your proper­ 
ty and pay the taxes, but how 
you use your land will be de­ 
cided in Washington.” 
Such dire warnings were all 
part of a campaign, based on 
scare tactics, to defeat the bill, 
its supporters say.

Doctor 
Says:

DEAR DR. L A M B - It all 
started while we were eating 
corn on 
the cob. 
My jaw 
snapped, seemed to go ou t of 
joint and, for a second, I was 
stu ck with my mou th opened. 
My dau gh ter was sitting across 
the table and was shock ed to 
see what had happened to me. 
When things got back to normal 
we all lau ghed and proceded to 
eat ou r corn. Then, snap again. 
From th at day on it wou ld h ap­ 
pen ev ery now and then. That 
was two y ears ago. 
Last winter when I was ou t in 
the cold only a few minu tes my 
face becam e swollen on that 
side, and the nex t day the joint 
pain was back . It lasted longer 
than two months. 
I went to see sev eral doctors, 
inclu ding ear, nose and th roat 
specialists. 
I 
h av e 
been 
check ed for arth ritis of the jaw, 
as I hav e rheu m atism in v ar­ 
iou s places and hav e had for a 
long time, bu t all the tests were 
negativ e. 
A week ago I was ou t in the 
sev ere cold weather. (I’m from 
Canada and winter can be v ery 
sev ere.) 
The 
nex t 
morning 
when I opened my mou th to eat 
my toast, I cou ldn’t. I tried 
h arder and finally got it in, bu t I 
cou ld hardly chew. At lu nch I 
cou ld hardly open my mou th 
wide enou gh to insert a fork . In 
the afternoon I tried a snack of 
cook ies and milk . I ate it with 
tears rolling down my cheek s 
Tlie pain was u nbearable. 
What do y ou think ’ In what 
direction shou ld I go now’ I can 
see the day when I’ll hav e to eat 
throu gh a straw. Please help 
me! 
DEAR READER— From the 
rest of y ou r letter I k now y ou 
hav e seen a lot of doctors and 
hav e already seen a dentist. 
As one doctor ex plained to 
y ou , the jaw joint is a u niq u e 
hinge joint. You can hav e a r ­ 
thritis of the joint. 
If the teeth are ou t of line or if 
a person has improperly fitted 
dentu res it can pu t a strain on 
the joint and lead to problems. 
The first thing to do is stu dy 
th at joint and the stresses and 
strains pu t u pon it. Apparently 
this didn’t happen with y ou r 
earlier v isits to a dentist. This 
may req u ire a dental specialist 
and if y ou happen to h av e a 
dental school nearby I wou ld 
su ggest y ou go there. They 
wou ld hav e a v ariety of differ­ 
ent specialists in dentistry who 
cou ld get to the bottom of the 
mechanics of y ou r difficu lty . 
You won’t be the first case with 
this problem they hav e seen. 
I don’t k now why y ou are so 
relu ctant to follow the rou te of 
getting the right dental care. 
When a person has trou ble 
chewing it seem s lik e the first 
thing to think abou t is the teeth. 
You may need to ask for an or­ 
thodontist, the dentist special­ 
izing in how teeth fit tc^eth er 
and the m echanics of the w ork ­ 
ing of the jaws. 
Ev en if y ou hav e an u nderly ­ 
ing medical problem th at has 
not been properly tagged as 
y et, y ou will still need a dentist 
to work with y ou on this prob­ 
lem. If th ere is something m e­ 
chanically wrong, he can su rely 
improv e it and help y ou to pre­ 
v ent su ch attack s.
